The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 -23, 
30-35 are allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or suggest, in 
combination with the other claim limitations, a process for manufacturing an integrated 
circuit package that includes the step of placing one of a heat spreader and a substrate 
on a surface of a lower mold die and the step of releasably clamping the other of the 
heat spreader and the substrate such that it is in contact with an upper mold die, 
combined with the step of using a collapsible spacer to press the one of the heat 
spreader and the substrate against the surface of the lower mold die, wherein a molded 
package is formed having at least a portion of the substrate exposed and at least a 
portion of the heat spreader exposed prior to the step of singulating the molded 
package to form the integrated circuit package.
